DISCRIMINATION. 


Au Instance Cited Where Iteuo 18 


Favored. 


The Sierra Valley Leader is making a 


"kick" against railroad discrimination, 
and says: 


The Railroad 
Commissioners will 


shortly commence a tour of the State 
for the purpose of hearing complaints 
of citizens against the railroad com- 
panies. 
While it is not likely that the 


complaints will receive much attention, 
still it might be well for those having 
grievances to submit them to the Board, 
for should the Commissioners neglect 
their duty, then they can be justly con- 
demned. It might be well to have the 
railroad folks explain why merchants 
thirty and fifty miles north of here can 
sell merchandise as cheaply as 'these on 
the line of the railroad near here. As 
the C. P. B. E. say that they never dis- 
criminate, will they please explain why 
the tariff on flour, destined to the coun- 
try north' of us, delivered, in Beno, is 
twenty-five cents per hundred, while the 
same art.do, destined for Truckee and 
Sierra Valley, is charged nearly one 
dollar per hundred. 
What ingenious 


argument can they devise to prove that 
this is not discrimination? According 
to their own statements, they never 
carry freight at a loss. 
Why then, can 


they not deliver goods in Truckee as 
cheaply as at Reno, Truckee being the 
nearer point? And why should they 
not be forced to do so? There is plenty 
of investigation ahead for the Railroad 
Commissioners, but it remains to be 
seen whether they will do anything or 
not.
